Two days after my first meeting with Mel Gor­ 
don, leader of the current drive to recruit new mem­ 
bers for the American Nazi Party, I decided to go 
ahead in my attempt to infiltrate the Eastern Mont­ 
gomery County organization. 


However, it was decided to keep the police ap­ 
praised of my progress because they undoubtedly 
would be watching the organization and I didn’t 
want to be working at cross-purposes with them. 


On Nov. 9, 1962 I met with Upper Moreland 


Police Chief Lawrence ll. Shores, Sgt. William D. 
Fulton and FBI Agent S. A. Christensen. 


What the police would like to know, Christensen 
said, were names of 
members and financial sup­ 
porters of Gordon’s Fighting American Nationalists, 
a teenage right-wing group sympathetic with George 
Lincoln Rockwell’s American Nazi Party, 


Suspicion Feared 


It was understood that I would not again directly 
approach Gordon. Police feared any indication of 
over-anxiety might arouse suspicion. 
I did not see Gordon again until December when 
he distributed literature in opposition to fluorida­ 
tion at a meeting of the Upper Moreland Township 
Commissioners. The commissioners were to vote on 
a proposal to the Philadelphia Suburban Water Com­ 
pany that fluoride be added to the water.

Plan Sought 


By Scranton 


HARRISBURG (AP) — Gov. 
Scranton plans to launch a two- 
point program aimed at provid­ 
ing financial assistance and ed­ 
ucational training for econom ­ 
ically deprived youths who seek 
a college education. 


The first part of the pro g ram 
would provide a special scholar­ 
ship fund for the youths, S cran­ 
ton announced Wednesday. T he 
second p art would have the dis­ 
advantaged students enrolled in 
a rem edial course prior to their 
formal entrance to college. 


The scholarship fund would 
be 
financed 
from 
money 
r e ­ 
ceived for commissions on state 
insurance, Scranton said. These 
funds at one time were turned 
over to politically favored brok­ 
ers —- a practice that becam e 
known as the “ gravy train .’’ 


Scranton, 
however, 
ordered 
the p ractice stopped when ne 
took office in 1963. A bill before 
tho legislature would put that 
order into law. 


“ G ravy 
train” 
funds 
have 
contributed over $200,000 toward 
the state’s college loan program 
thus far. Scranton said. 
The special scholarship fund 
would bo above and beyond a 
$2 million program proposed by 
the adm inistration in a bill now

Committee.
